1 . In the remarks, Applicant argued in substance that Fleming does not suggest instructing a 
user to connect a device to the computer. 

2. Examiner respectfully traverses Applicant's remarks. 

3. Fleming discloses a detection mechanism that detects the presence of a device in a 
computer system for which no current driver is installed in the computer system (see the 
abstract). Obviously, the purpose of detecting the presence of a device is to 
instruct/prompt the user to take an appropriate action (i.e., connect a device if the user 
wants to install the driver for the device). As discussed in the previous office action, 
Fleming does suggest "instructing a user to connect a device to the computer".
